(chiefly Roun Catholiv) who, unable to purchase for 
manifest tachment for the truths of 
Revelation by searching the New ‘Testament, and shew 
an anxiety to become possessed of the entire Set iptures, 
Indeed, it is the united testimony of all who are enga- 
ged in directing the attention of the people of Irel ind 
‘*to the Lamb of God who taketh awav the sin of the 
world,” that they ere very desirous to obtain a Seriptu- 
ral education, aud the unrestricted perusi lof the Bible; 
and that where the trial has been made to impart these 
benefits, the results have cenerally proved highly grati- 
fying. ;
